ABYSSINIA CULLED 


JflPfll OF AFRICA 


REV, PARKHURST 


Noted New York Preacher De- 


nounces Them as "Filthy 


Liars of Utah" 


New 
York, 
Feb. 
1.—Rev. 
Dr, 


Charles H. Farkhurst of the Madison 
Square Presbyterian church, took as 
the subject of his sermon last night 
"The Mormon Peril," and arraigned 
the Mormon church and its practices, 
its rounder, Joseph Smith, nnd its 
propaganda in strong language. He 
arrayed the names Moses, Jesus, Mo- 
hammed nnd Joseph Smith with tha 
obvious; purrmsp of adverse compari- 
son of the great religious teachers 
with the Mormon, and of the latter 
said: "Joseph Smith, 
the founder 


of Mormcmism, was born almost ex- 
actly a century ago, a century lacking 
one year. 
His grandfather was r. 


bog-gar, his father a believer in demo- 
niacal possessions nnd his mother a 
crank'—and blood tells." 


After telling of the foreboding of 


Josiah Quincy and Governor Ford, of 
Illinois in the infancy of the Mormon 
church, of its growth and of the peril 
that might develop from it, he said: 
"There was in Smith that mingling 
of vanity, that patchwork of stupid- 
ity and diabolic genius, that render- 
eel him potent for evil effects. 
Mor- 


monism is licentiousness elevated to 
the dignity'cf cult and attempts to 
make beastliness respectable by wash- 
ing it with a thin varnish of pietism. 
People object to tho doctrine of innate 
depravity, and there is perhaps no one 
argument in behalf of that doctrine 
that can be more succintly stated 
than by an appeal to Mormonlsm." 


Dr. Parkhurst went fully into tho 


history of the church to show that 
polygamy is fundamental to the sys- 
tem. 
"To Mormon women," ho said, 


"marriage is the vestibule to salva- 
tion; not to bo married Is to be da-inn- 
ed, and while Brigham Young: 
Ad- 


mitted that the women of the church 
at first opposed polygamy they now, 
he said, quoting a gentile of Salt Lako 
City, 'are the most zealous advocates 
of it.' The vagueness of popular no- 
tions in this subject," Dr. Pnrkhurst 
said, "is the result of the persevering 
mendacity 
of the 
filthy 
liars of 


Utah." 


Dr. Parkhurst said that if Mor- 


mons were ''unfit" because of their 
membership in a church hostile to 
the United States government, as n 
court had declared, "nn unsophisticat- 
ed mind finds it difficult 
to under- 


stand how Reed Smoot Is fit to be a 
member of the United States senate. 
It is to be hoped that the work of 
bringing pressure to hear upon the. 
senate in the prevention of Smoot'3

Lowry is Recalled by 


His Associates. 


Hun-Ungtou, Ind., 
Jan. 30.—Tha 


members of the Huntingdon county 
bar held a meeting yesterday to pay 
tribute to the memory of tho late Hon. 
Robert Lowry, of Fort Wayne. Ad- 
dresses were made by Attorneys J. B. 
Kenner, R. APKaufjuaii, W. A. Bran- 
yan, J. Fred Franco, J. S. Branyaii, 
11. L. Spencer, S. E. Cook and J. M. 
Hatfleld. 
Tho following resolutions 


were passed and a copy of the same 
was ordered sent to tho family of the 
deceased: 


"To the bar of the Hunting ton. cir- 


cuit court: 


"Your committee to whom was re- 


ferred tho matter of preparing resolu- 
tions touching the life and tho legal 
and judicial career of Hon. Robert 
Lowry, who died at hia homo hi the 
city of Fort Wayne, Indiana, ou Jan- 
uary 27, 1904, at tho close of a long 
and active life, beg leave to report 
the following: 


"Hon. Robert Lowry became Judge 


of tho Huntington. circuit court nt the 
September term, 1869, and held that 
position until the September term, 
1S72. In later years ho was frequent- 
ly called to preside as special judge 
cf this court. 


"Ho WAS an honest, cnudl;! and up- 


right man. He was courteous, kind, 
of unquestioned honor and 
of the 


strictest integrity. 
He was deeply 


versed in the knowledge and learning 
of his time. He was clear and logical 
in MB reasoning and always express- 
ed 'his ideas in on accurate manner 
nnd clothed them in the strongest 
words in our language.
